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Announcements  for   1901-1902 

The  Law  School  of  New  York  University  was  established  in    1835. 

In  April,  1895,  the  Metropolis  Law  School  became  merged  in  the  Uni- 
versity, and  constitutes  the  Evening  Division  of  the  Law  School. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  furnish  a  thorough  legal  education  and  pre- 
pare students  for  practice  in  any  part  of  the  United  States. 

1.  Undergraduate  Courses,  leading  to  the  degree  of  LL.B. 

The  student  may  take  the  Afternoon  Division  (sessions  from  3.30  to 
6),  and  complete  his  course  in  two  years,*  or  he  may  take  the  Evening 
Division  (sessions  from  8  to  10)  and  complete  his  course  in  three  years. 
He  may  also,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Dean,  substitute  any  of  the 
elective  courses  of  his  year  for  an  equal  number  of  hours  in  the  afternoon 
or  evening  course.  No  elective  will  be  given  unless  it  is  selected  by  at 
least  ten  students. 

A  student  in  either  undergraduate  division  may,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Dean,  attend  any  of  the  lectures  in  the  other  division  ;  but 
this  rule  is  subject  to  change  or  suspension,  if  occasion  arise. 

A  student  entering  the  Junior  Class  may  extend  his  course  over  three 
years.  A  selection  of  topics  may  be  made  from  either  division,  subject 
to  approval  by  the  Dean.

A  special  practice  course  will  be  conducted  by  Professor  Miller.  The 
class  will  be  divided  into  small  groups,  to  which  individual  instruction 
will  be  given  in  the  drafting  of  various  papers  in  ordinary  actions  and 
special  proceedings,  as  well  as  in  the  more  important  special  actions 
(for  instance,  foreclosures  and  partition)  and  in  provisional  remedies. 
Each  group  will  be  given  particular  tasks  to  accomplish,  with  opportu- 
nity for  consultation  among  its  members,  and  its  work  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Professor  in  charge  for  examination  and  criticism. 

It  is  expected  by  these  means  to  give  to  each  student  taking  the 
course  facilities  superior  to  those  ordinarily  at  the  command  of  students 
in  offices,  and,  through  the  contemplated  organization  into  groups,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  abilities  of  each  student  may  be  employed  to  the  greatest 
advantage,  while,  at  the  same  time,  needless  multiplication  of  the 
written  exercises  will  be  avoided.

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Location 

The  work  of  the  school  is  carried  on  in  the  new  University  Building, 
Washington  Square,  East.  This  building  was  built  in  1894,  primarily 
for  the  use  of  the  Law  School.  The  school  occupies  the  tenth  and 
eleventh  floors. 


Registration 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  school,  or  for  information  concerning 
it,  may  be  made  to  the  Registrar,  L.  J.  Tompkins,  University  Building, 
Washington  Square,  East. 

Seats  will  be  assigned  on  payment  of  fees. 

Since  the  rules  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  require  that  eight  full  months 
shall  be  spent  in  a  law  school,  as  an  equivalent  for  twelve  months'  study 
in  an  office,  it  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  students  should  register 
before  the  opening  session  of  the  school. 


Fees 

The  fee  for  instruction  in  the  undergraduate  course,  in  either  the 
Afternoon  or  the  Evening  Division,  is  $100  for  the  year,  payable  in 
advance. 

An  examination  fee  of  $20,  covering  the  expenses  of  diploma  and 
graduation,  must  be  paid  by  all  who  apply  for  examination  for  the 
degree  of  LL.B. 

The  fee  in  the  graduate  course  is  $100  ;  and  a  diploma  fee  of  $10  must 
be  paid  by  each  one  who  applies  for  examination  for  the  degree  of  LL.  M. 


Sessions  for  Class  Work 

The  school  year  begins  Tuesday,  October  1,  1901,  and  ends  June  8, 
1902. 

There  is  a"  recess  of  one  week  at  Christmas,  and  no  sessions  are  held 
on  the  legal  holidays  during  the  school  year,  viz.  :  New  Year's  Day, 
Lincoln's  and  Washington's  Birthdays,  Memorial  Day,  Thanksgiving 
Day,  and  Christmas  ;  nor  on  Good   Friday  and  the  Saturday  following. 

In  the  Undergraduate  Courses,  the  students  in  the  Afternoon  Division 
meet  from  3.30  to  6  p.m.  every  week-day  except  Saturday.  The  students 
in  the  Evening  Division  meet  from  8  to  10  p.m.  every  week-day  except 
Saturday. 
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Law  Library 

The  Law  Library  of  the  school  is  large  and  well  selected.  It  now 
contains  about  15,000  volumes,  and  is  being  steadily  increased.  It  is 
open  from  9  a.m.  to  11  P.M.  every  secular  day  during  term  time. 


Degrees  and  Certificates 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  will  be  conferred  upon  candidates  who 
have  pursued  the  required  course,  have  passed  the  necessary  exam- 
inations, and  are  of  good  moral  character.  The  degree  of  Master  of 
Laws  will  be  conferred  upon  candidates  completing  the  required  courses 
of  graduate  studies.  No  degree  will  be  conferred  upon  a  candidate  who 
absents  himself  from  the  public  commencement  without  the  special 
permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Certificates  of  attendance  will  be  given  to  such  students  as  regularly 
attend  the  sessions  of  the  school,  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the 
Faculty,  and  observe  the  rules  of  the  University. 


Requirements  for  Admission  to  Undergraduate 
Divisions 

Every  candidate  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  of  good 
moral  character. 

To  the  Entering  Class  the  following  are  admitted  without  examination  : 

1.   Graduates  of  Colleges  in  good  standing. 

*2.  Holders  of  Law  certificates  of  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

Other  applicants  are  admitted  as  special  students  without  an  exam- 
ination, but  not  as  candidates  for  a  degree. 

To  advanced  standing  the  following  are  admitted  : 

1.  Those  who  have  regularly  attended  the  sessions  of  this  school  and 
passed  their  examinations  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Faculty. 

2.  Holders  of  a  certificate  from  another  law  school  maintaining  a 
standard  satisfactory  to  this  Faculty,  and  who  shall  have  attended  such 
school  for  a  period  equal  to  that  pursued  by  the  class  to  be  entered,  and 
shall  satisfactorily  pass  examinations  upon  all  topics  previously  taken 
by  such  class.

*  All  persons,  other  than  college  graduates,  joining  the  class  entering  October  1,  1903,  or 
subsequent  classes,  must  present  the  academic  diploma  of  the 'Regents  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  or  a  certificate  acceptable  to  said  Regents  in  lieu  thereof,  or  must  pass  the  exam- 
inations for  entrance  to  the  Sophomore  Class  of  the  University. 
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Prizes  and  Scholarships 

In  Afternoon  Division 

Three  prizes  of  $100,  $60,  and  $40,  respectively,  will  be  awarded  to 
such  three  students  of  the  Senior  Class  as  shall  pass  the  best  examination 
of  that  year. 

The  Elliott  F.  Shepard  prize  scholarship,  and  three  University  prize 
scholarships,  yielding  $100  each,  in  tuition,  will  be  awarded  at  the  end 
of  the  Junior  Year  to  such  four  students  as  shall  pass  the  best  exam- 
ination of  that  year. 

In  Evening  Division 
Two  prizes  of  $75  and  $50,  respectively,  will  be  awarded  to  such  two 
students  of  each  class  as  shall  pass  the  best  examination  of  that  year. 

Board  and  Rooms 

Good  rooms  with  table  board  can  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
University  for  $6  per  week  and  upward.  Two  students  rooming  together 
may  materially  reduce  their  expenses. 

Students  coming  to  the  school  from  a  distance  are  requested  to  make 
the  University  a  center  from  which  to  make  all  arrangements  preliminary 
to  entrance.  Letters,  baggage,  etc.,  can  be  sent  to  the  building  in 
care  of  the  law  School.  The  officers  of  the  University  will  render  all 
assistance  possible  in  aiding  the  student  to  find  suitable  rooms  and 
board.

Admission  to  the  Bar 

Students  complying  with  the  preliminary  requirements  and  regularly 
attending  the  sessions  of  this  school  are  entitled  to  count  the  time  thus 
spent  as  so  much  of  the  time  required  for  preparation  for  the  New  York 
Bar.  An  office  clerkship  is  no  longer  necessary.  Graduates  of  such 
colleges  as  are  or  may  become  registered  with  the  Board  of  Regents  are 
entitled  to  apply  for  such  admission  at  the  end  of  two  years  in  this 
school,  and  other  students  at  the  end  of  three  years.  For  admission  to 
the  New  Jersey  Bar,  eighteen  months  spent  in  this  school  is  accepted  as 
equivalent  to  that  period  of  clerkship  in  a  lawyer's  office. 
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GRADUATE    COURSES 

(Subject  to  revision  and  change) 

October  i,  1901,  to  June  8,  1902 
{Eleventh  Year) 

To  meet  the  wants  of  members  of  the  Bar  and  graduates  of  Law 
schools,  these  graduate  courses  have  been  established. 

They  lead  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Laws.  They  are  given  under  the 
following  rules  : 

1.  Any  Bachelor  of  Laws  or  Member  of  the  Bar  may  enroll  for 
one  or  more  of  the  courses,  as  he  may  choose.  But  those  hereafter 
enrolling  will  not  be  eligible  to  the  degree  of  LL. M.  without  having  a 
previous  degree  in  law. 

II.  Courses  covering  at  least  eight  hours  per  week  will  be  required  for 
the  degree,  except  from  those  heretofore  enrolled  under  previous 
regulations.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Dean,  any  course  not 
previously  taken  toward  the  degree  of  LL.B.  may  be  included  in  the 
graduate  course  for  the  degree  of  LL.M. 

In  addition  to  the  above  requirements,  a  Thesis,  as  described  below, 
is  required. 

III.  Regulations  for  Thesis.  I.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Laws  who  matriculate  January  1,  1901,  or  thereafter  shall  be 
required  to  present  to  the  Faculty  a  thesis  on  some  legal  topic. 

2.  The  thesis  must  be  typewritten,  on  paper  8  in.  by  11  in.  in  size, 
and  bound  for  preservation  in  the  Law  Library.  The  binding  shall  be 
uniform  and  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Library. 

3.  It  must  be  of  a  nature  which  shall  show  original  research,  and 
shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  words  in  length. 

4.  It  shall  be  filed  with  the  Registrar  not  later  than  the  15th  day  of 
March  of  the  year  in  which  the  degree  is  applied  for. 

The  thesis  shall  not  be  presented  later  than  March  15  of  the  year 
following  the  completion  of  the  final  examinations. 

5.  The  Faculty  reserve  the  exclusive  right  to  publish  such  of  these 
theses  as  they  desire. 

IV.  The  charge  for  instruction  will  be  $100  for  the  year,  which  will 
admit  to  all  lectures  in  the  school. 

V.  The  fee  for  the  Master's  diploma  is  $10.

Historical  and  Analytical  Jurisprudence.  Professor  Russell. 
Thursdays  at  5  P.M. 
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The  course  in  Analytical  Jurisprudence  is  devoted  to  an  examination 
of  those  philosophical  conceptions  which  underlie  all  legal  systems,  and 
includes  a  critical  discussion  of  the  views  of  Bentham  and  Austin. 
Historical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  both  by  textbooks  and  lectures,  and 
embraces  a  consideration  of  the  principal  topics  treated  in  the  works  of 
Sir  Henry  Sumner  Maine.  Monographs  are  required  to  be  written 
during  the  year. 

Roman  Law  (English  course).     E.    G.    Sihler.    Tuesdays   at  4   P.M. 

A  course  of  lectures  with  frequent  examinations,  giving  an  outline  of 
Gaius  and  Justinian's  Institutes  of  the  Civil  Law.  Familiarity  with  the 
terms  and  definitions  and  principles  of  the  Roman  Law  will  be  aimed  at 
throughout.  The  influence  of  the  Roman  Law  upon  our  law  of  Bail- 
ments, Boundaries,  and  Accretion,  Marriage,  Legitimacy,  Adoption, 
Guardianship,  Testation,  and  Inheritance  is  traced. 

Roman    Law    (Latin   course).     E.    G    Sihler.     Tuesdays    at    5    p.m. 

Reading  of  the  original  text  of  Justinian's  Institutes,  with  frequent 
references  to  the  parallels  or  divergences  of  the  text  of  Gaius,  and 
presentation  of  select  titles  from  the  Digest  of  Justinian's  Commission 
and  from  the  Codex  Constitutionum. 

Advanced  Studies  and  Exercises  in  Pleading,  and  the  Election 
of  Remedies.     Professor  Alden.     Thursdays,  5  to  6  p.m. 

This  course  consists  in  lectures  and  conferences  on  the  underlying 
principles  which  affect  the  courses  of  pleading  in  the  most  important 
classes  of  civil  actions.  The  principles  of  pleading  are  considered  in 
their  application  to  the  most  frequent  difficulties  ;  the  distinction  between 
Law  and  Equity,  under  the  Code  ;  and  the  policy  of  counsel  in  electing 
between  different  actions  and  in  framing  the  complaint  and  the  answer, 
and  in  choosing  the  remedy  against  defective  pleadings  of  the  adverse 
party  ;  what  objections  may  be  taken  ;  and  which  by  demurrer  ;  which 
by  motion. 

It  will  also  include  conferences  on  the  drafting,  testing,  and  criticising 
of  pleadings,  in  the  most  common  classes  of  actions,  such  as  present 
questions  which  may  embarrass  the  practitioner.  Especial  consideration 
will  be  given  to  a  critical  examination  and  analysis  of  the  essential 
allegations  in  each  cause  of  action  discussed,  and  the  general  principles 
of  pleading  involved  therein.  The  course  aims  to  make  clear  the 
application  of  general  principles  to  actual  cases  most  frequently  occur- 
ring in  the  daily  experience  of  practitioner  or  clerk,  and  to  aid  him  in 
arranging  his  facts  and  determining  the  character  of  the  action  ;  in 
drafting  the  charge  or  defence,  etc.,  and  testing  the  case  of  his 
adversary.     The  exercises  will  be  closely  analogous  to  the  practitioner's 
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labor  in  extracting  the  controlling  and  material  facts  from  the  client's 
statement  and  presenting  them  in  their  proper  legal  aspei  t. 

Studies  and  Exercises  in  Evidence.  Professor  Alden.  Mondays 
at  8  P.M. 

In  this  course  principles  of  the  law  of  Evidence  are  deduced  from  the 
actual  practice  of  American  Courts  to-day,  and  the  recent  great  advance 
is  illustrated  in  Selected  Cases  ;  the  reasons  for  the  rules  now  applied 
by  the  courts  are  traced  in  the  various  departments  of  testimony, 
documents,  opinion  evidence,  and  realistic  or  immediate  evidence  ;  the 
doctrine  of  presumptions  and  burden  of  proof  as  now  developed  is 
considered. 

The  course  also  includes  the  trial  of  supposed  cases  and  the  present- 
ment of  evidence  before  a  supposed  referee,  embodying  a  practical 
application  of  rules  and  principles  of  evidence  to  the  examination  and 
cross-examination  of  witnesses,  the  framing  of  questions  and  objections, 
the  making  of  offers  of  evidence,  and  the  taking  of  exceptions. 

The  aim  of  the  course  will  be  to  secure  to  the  trial  lawyer  a  useful 
familiarity  with  the  rules  and  principles  governing  those  questions  of 
evidence  most  frequently  contested  during  the  progress  of  the  trial,  and 
to  aid  in  acquiring  the  readiness  necessary  in  their  application. 

Preparation  for  Trial,  and  the  Trial  of  Civil  Actions. 
Professor  Alden.     Mondays  at  5  p.m. 

This  course  consists  of  lectures  and  analyses  of  cases  on  those 
principles  of  law  and  rules  of  procedure,  both  of  general  and  local 
application,  which  influence  the  policy  of  counsel  in  making  preparation 
for  and  in  conducting  the  trial  of  civil  actions. 

Particular  attention  will  be  given  to  a  consideration  of  the  proper 
marshaling  and  presentation  of  the  evidence  at  counsel's  command,  and 
the  trial  practice  before  referees,  jury,  and  court  without  a  jury  ;  the 
course  will  also  include  conferences  upon  what  is  in  issue  under  the 
pleadings  ;  what  forms  of  denial  are  effectual,  and  what  ineffectual  ; 
what  may  be  proved  under  the  general  denial  ;  preliminary  conferences 
with  witnesses  ;  the  determination  of  the  mode  of  trial  ;  stipulations  as 
to  evidence  ;  use  of  depositions  ;  what  objections  are  waived  by  going 
on  ;  motions  for  non-suit  ;  direction  of  a  verdict  ;  findings,  requests  to 
find,  and  exceptions  ;  motions  for  a  new  trial ;  discretionary  powers  of 
the  judge  ;  shaping  record  for  anticipated  appeal,  etc. 

Surrogate's  Court  Practice.  Professor  Russell.  Tuesdays  at 
5  P.M. 

This  course  consists  of  the  study  of  the  successive  steps  in  the  probate 
of  wills,  in  obtaining  letters  of  administration  and  in  the  appointment  of 
guardians,    beginning   with    the    petition    and    citation    and    continuing 
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through  all  stages  of  administration  until  final  accounting.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  course  will  be  found  the  very  best  preparation  for 
original  work  in  this  important  and  growing  department  of  professional 
business,  and  will  lead  the  student  to  a  better  grasp  than  he  could  other- 
wise get  of  the  principles  of  succession  and  administration,  including 
the  rights  and  the  duties  of  executors,  administrators,  and  guardians. 

Patents,  Copyrights,  Trademarks.  Mr.  Steuart.  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays,  4  to  5  p.m. 

In  this  course  is  considered  the  procedure  incident  to  the  grant  by  the 
United  States  Government  of  Patents  for  Inventions  and  Discoveries, 
Copyrights,  and  the  Registration  of  Trademarks  ;  the  nature  of  the 
property  rights  acquired  by  such  grant  or  registration,  and  the  remedies 
for  their  infringement. 

The  successive  steps  in  the  procedure,  including  the  practice  in  the 
United  States  Patent  Office  and  the  United  States  Courts,  is  exemplified 
by  the  use  of  approved  forms  ;  and  the  subjects  of  invention  and  dis- 
covery are  illustrated  by  models  of  apparatus,  and  that  of  trademarks 
by  a  collection  of  trademarks. 

Fire  Insurance,  with  Special  Reference  to  the  Interpretation 
of  the  Standard  Policy,  the  Effect  of  the  Written  Clauses. 
A  half-year  course.     Mr.  Stevens.     Thursdays  at  4.30  to  5.30  P.M. 

In  this  course  special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  legal  construction 
and  application  of  the  various  provisions  of  the  Standard  Fire  Insurance 
Policy,  together  with  the  powers,  duties,  rights,  and  obligations  of  Fire 
Insurance  Agents  and  Brokers.  The  subject  will  be  treated  in  an 
essentially  practical  manner,  and  for  the  clear  and  concise  presentation 
thereof  use  will  be  made  of  the  various  blank  forms,  including  stock 
policy,  survey,  proof  of  loss,  agreement  for  submission  to  appraisal, 
mortgagee  clauses  ;  unoccupancy,  gasoline  and  other  privilege  clauses, 
etc.,  now  in  general  use  by  insurance  companies. 

Life  Insurance,  including  Health,  and  Casualty  or  Accident 
Insurance.    A  half-year   course.     Mr.   Stevens.    Thursdays  at  4.30  to 

5.3O  P.M. 

This  course  takes  up  the  instruments  in  actual  use,  considers  the  ap- 
plication, the  various  forms  of  policies,  representations,  warranties, 
insurable  interest,  premium,  assessments,  proofs,  performance  of  con- 
tract, forfeiture,  waiver,  limitations,  assignments,  etc.  Defines  the 
powers,  duties,  rights,  and  obligations  of  the  insured,  the  beneficiary, 
the  company  and  its  agents,  and  discusses  the  general  principles  of  the 
law  of  Life,  Health,  and  Accident  Insurance,  explaining  them  by  their 
actual  application  in  business  and  litigation.

The  Law  School  of  New  York  University  was  established 
in  1835,  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  Law  Schools  in  the 
United  States. 

In  April,  1895,  the  Metropolis  Law  School  became 
merged  in  the  University,  and  constitutes  the  Evening 
Division  of  the  Law  School. 

The  degree  of  LL.M.  was  first  granted  in  1892,  and  in 
1903  the  Council  authorized  the  granting  of  the  degree  of 
Doctor  Juris  in  regular  course. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  furnish  a  thorough  legal 
education  and  prepare  students  for  practice  in  any  part  of 
the  United  States. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

Every  candidate  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  old  and 
of  good  moral  character. 

Candidates  are  admitted  to  the  various  courses  as  fol- 
lows :

A.  Graduates  of  approved  Colleges,  or 

B.  Holders  of  the  Academic  diploma  of  the  Regents  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  or  a  certificate  acceptable  to  said 
Regents  in  lieu  thereof. 
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//.    To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  Juris  (/./).).

Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  a  graduate  of 
an  approved  college  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  in  Arts, 
Pliilos  >phy,  Pure  Science  or  Letters. 

///.    To  advanced  standing  in  either  of  the  foregoing  courses. 

A.  Those  who  have  been  regularly  admitted  to  the 
desired  course,  have  regularly  attended  the  sessions  of 
this  school,  and  passed,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Faculty, 
the  examinations  required  in  such  course. 

B.  Candidates  from  another  law  school  maintaining 
a  standard  satisfactory  to  this  Faculty  may  be  admitted 
(1)  to  the  course  for  the  degree  of  LL.B.  upon  presenting 
a  certificate  from  such  school,  stating  that  he  has  attended 
theiein  for  a  period  equal  to  that  pursued  by  the  class  to 
be  entered  and  upon  satisfactorily  passing  examinations 
upon  all  topics  previously  taken  by  such  class.  See  page 
n  for  schedule  of  September  examinations.  (2)  To  the 
course  for  the  degree  of  J.D.  Holders  of  a  certificate 
from  another  law  school  maintaining  a  standard  satis- 
factory to  this  Faculty  will  be  allowed  the  number  of  hours 
per  week  actually  occupied  in  lectures  in  said  school  upon 
passing  satisfactory  examinations  upon  each  of  the  topics 
pursued  therein  and  for  which  credit  is  sought.  (3)  Each 
candidate  for  advanced  standing  in  either  course  must 
have  complied  with  all  preliminary  entrance  requirements 
of  this  school,  and  must  pass  examinations  upon  all 
required  topics.  See  page  11  for  schedule  of  September 
examinations.

Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  a  graduate  of 
an  approved   law   school   with    the  degree   of  Bachelor  of 
Laws. 
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V.    Students   not   meeting   the  foregoing    requirements    may  be 
admitted  as  special  students  without  examination,  but  not  as 
candidates  for  degrees. 
No  entrance  examinations  are  conducted  by  the  school. 
Students  desiring  to  make  up  the  entrance  requirements 
without  reference  to  the  Regents  may  take  the  examina- 
tions required  for  admission  to  the  Sophomore  Class  of 
University  College,  sections  A,  B,  or  C. 

Location 

The  work  of  the  school  is  carried  on  in  the  new  Uni- 
versity Building,  Washington  Square,  East.  This  build- 
ing was  built  in  1894,  primarily  for' the  use  of  the  Law 
School.     The  school  occupies  the  tenth  and  eleventh  floors. 

Registration 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  school,  or  for  informa- 
tion concerning  it,  may  be  made  to  the  Registrar,  L.  J. 
Tompkins,  University  Building,  Washington  Square,  East. 

Seats  will  be  assigned  on  payment  of  fees. 

Since  the  rules  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  require  that 
eight  full  months  shall  be  spent  in  a  law  school,  as  an 
equivalent  for  twelve  months'  study  in  an  office,  it  is 
exceedingly  desirable  that  students  should  register  before 
the  opening  session  of  the  school. 

Fees 

The  fee  for  instruction  is  $100  for  the  year,  payable  in 
advance. 

An  examination  fee  of  $20,  covering  the  expenses  of 
diploma  and  graduation,  must  be  paid  by  all  who  apply 
for  examination  for  the  degree  of  LL.B.  or  J.D.,  and  of 
$10  by  each  one  who  applies  for  examination  for  the 
degree  of  LL.M.  The  fee  for  the  certificate  of  the  school 
is  $10. 
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Sessions  for  Class  Work 


The  school  year  begins  Thursday,  October  i,  1903,  and 
ends  June  11,  1904. 

There  is  a  recess  of  one  week  at  Christmas,  and  no 
sessions  are  held  on  the  legal  holidays  during  the  school 
year,  viz.:  New  Year's  Day,  Lincoln's  and  Washington's 
Birthdays,  Memorial  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  Christ- 
mas ;  nor  on  Good  Friday  and  the  Saturday  following. 

Law  Library 

The  Law  Library  of  the  school  is  large  and  well  selected. 
It  now  contains  about  17,000  volumes,  and  is  being  steadily 
increased.  It  is  open  from  9  a.m.  to  11  p.m.  every  secular 
day  during  term  time. 

The  Library  was  founded  by  the  late  John  Taylor  John- 
ston, who  presented  his  entire  collections  to  the  school. 
It  has  been  largely  enriched  by  collections  presented  by 
Mrs.  Margaret  Shepard,  in  memory  of  her  husband,  the 
late  Elliot  F.  Shepard,  LL.M.;  by  the  bequest  of  the  late 
Justice  Joseph  P.  Daly  ;  by  numerous  gifts  from  David 
Banks,  Esq.,  and  the  Faculty  of  the  Metropolis  Law 
School.  The  English,  Canadian,  and  various  State  Reports 
are  complete  and  are  kept  up  to  date,  making  the  Library 
a  most  useful  adjunct  of  trie  work  of  the  school. 

Examinations 

Two  examinations  in  each  year  are  conducted  by  the 
school. 

The  annual  examinations  held  in  May  of  each  year  cover 
all  the  subjects  taught  in  the  school.  An  opportunity  is 
given  for  the  making  up  of  conditions  and  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  at  the  examinations  held  in  Septem- 
ber. No  special  examinations  are  given,  and  students  who 
are  candidates  for  the  degree  must  take  the  annual  exam- 
inations in  May  unless  excused  by  the  Dean. 
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Students  whose  courses  require  twelve  and  one-half 
hours  or  more  per  week  will  not  be  advanced  to  the 
Senior  or  Second  Year  classes  if  at  the  opening  of  the 
year  they  are  conditioned  in  more  than  five  hours  of  their 
required  work. 

Students  whose  courses  require  ten  hours  per  week  will 
not  be  advanced  to  the  second  or  third  year  classes  if,  at 
the  opening  of  the  year,  they  are  conditioned  in  more  than 
four  hours  of  the  required  work. 

Students  conditioned  as  above  at  the  opening  of  the 
school  year,  and  who  wish  to  remain  candidates  for  the 
degree,  must  take  the  entire  year  over  again. 

No  student  shall  be  examined  in  any  one  subject  more 
than  three  times. 

Where  a  student  in  either  the  last  year  class  of  the  After- 
noon Division  or  of  the  Third  Year  Evening  Class  shall 
have  failed  in  three  or  more  subjects,  covering  six  or  more 
hours,  he  shall  be  required  to  lepeat  the  last  year  of  his 
course,  taking  examinations  in  all  the  subjects  required 
from  the  students  in  regular  standing  in  either  of  the 
above-named  classes  and  subject  to  the  same  charges  for 
tuition. 

Where  a  student,  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  has  failed  in 
not  more  than  two  courses,  he  may  take  one  extra  exam- 
ination in  each  of  such  subjects  without  having  repeated 
the  same;  but,  having  failed  a  second  time  in  any  one,  he 
shall  be  allowed  to  repeat  said  course  and  take  one  further 
examination  thereafter. 

The  Faculty  will  not  hesitate  to  drop  a  student  from  the 
list  of  candidates  for  the  degree  if  in  its  wisdom  it  con- 
siders the  student  disqualified  either  through  neglect  or 
incapacity  to  properly  grasp  the  subject. 

Prizes  and  Scholarships 

The  Faculty  will  in  their  discretion  withhold  any  prize 
or  scholarship  in  any  year,  should   the  rank  obtained  in 
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any    class    in    competition    therefor    be    unsatisfactory    to 
them. 

///  Afternoon  Division 

Three  prizes  of  $100,  $60,  and  $40,  respectively,  will  be 
awarded  to  the  three  students  of  the  Senior  Class  passing 
the  best  examinations  of  that  year. 

The  Elliot  F.  Shepard  prize  scholarship,  and  three  Uni- 
versity prize  scholarships,  yielding  $100  each,  in  tuition,  will 
be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  Junior  Year  to  the  four  stu- 
dents passing  the  best  examinations  of  that  year. 

In  Evening  Division 
Two  prizes  of  $75  and  $50,  respectively,  will  be  awarded 
to  the  two  students  of  each  class  passing  the  best  exam- 
inations of  that  year. 

Board  and  Rooms 

Good  rooms  with  table  board  can  be  obtained  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  University  for  $6  per  week  and  upward. 
Two  students  rooming  together  may  materially  reduce 
their  expenses. 

Students  coming  to  the  school  from  a  distance  are 
requested  to  make  the  University  a  center  from  which  to 
make  all  arrangements  preliminary  to  entrance.  Letters, 
baggage,  etc.,  can  be  sent  to  the  building  in  care  of  the 
Law  School.  The  officers  of  the  University  will  render  all 
assistance  possible  in  aiding  the  student  to  find  suitable 
rooms  and  board.  In  sending  letters,  baggage,  etc.,  use 
the  following  address:

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Admission  to  the  Bar 

Students  complying  with  the  preliminary  requirements 
and  regularly  attending  the  sessions  of  this  school  are 
entitled  to  count  the  time  thus  spent  as  so  much  of  the 
time  required  for  preparation  for  the  New  York  Bar.  An 
office  clerkship  is  no  longer  necessary.  Graduates  of  such 
colleges  as  are  or  may  become  registered  with  the  Board 
of  Regents  are  entitled  to  apply  for  such  admission  at  the 
end  of  two  years  in  this  school,  and  other  students  at  the 
end  of  three  years.  For  admission  to  the  New  Jersey  Bar, 
eighteen  months  spent  in  this  school  is  accepted  as  equiv- 
alent to  that  period  of  clerkship  in  a  lawyer's  office. 
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Degrees  and  Certificates 

The  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  Master  of  Laws,  and 
Doctor  Juris  will  be  conferred  upon  candidates  who  have 
puisued  the  required  course,  have  passed  the  necessary 
examinations,  and  are  of  good  moral  character.  The  cer- 
tificate of  the  school,  showing  the  student  to  have  satis- 
factorily performed  the  required  work  of  the  school  for 
the  Bachelor's  Degree,  is  conferred  upon  students  who  are 
unable  to  meet  the  regular  entrance  requirements.  No 
degtee  will  be  conferred  upon  a  candidate  who  absents 
himself  from  the  public  commencement  without  the  special 
permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Certificates  of  attendance  will  be  given  to  such  students 
as  regularly  attend  the  sessions  of  the  school,  meet  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Faculty,  and  observe  the  rules  of  the 
University,  but  such  certificates  will  not  be  given  unless 
the  deportment  and  class-room  work  of  the  student  shall 
meet  the  approval  of  the  Faculty,  of  which  the  Faculty 
shall  be  the  sole  judge,  and  their  decision  shall  be  final. 

Should  the  Faculty  at  any  time  conclude  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  school  would  be  furthered  by  the  with- 
drawal of  any  student,  they  may,  in  their  sole  discretion, 
terminate  the  school  membership  of  such  student,  and  any 
rights  which  such  student  may  have  acquired,  whether  by 
matriculation  or  entering  the  school,  shall  thereupon  cease 
and  determine. 

I.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
(LL.B.)  are  required  to  pursue  courses  which  amount  to 
twenty-five  (25)  hours  of  lectures  weekly.  These  may  be 
completed  in  two  years  with  twelve  and  one-half  hours 
work  per  week  for  each  year.  If  the  work  is  taken  en- 
tirely in  the  evening,  thirty  hours  (30)  weekly  are  required, 
distributed  over  three  years  with  ten  hours  per  week. 

Subjects  marked  with  a  (f)  are  required.  Others  may 
be  selected  by  the  student,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Dean.      In  case  any  subject  selected  should  be  begun,  but 
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not  completed,  in  any  one  year,   the  continuation   of  such 
subject  must  be  taken  in  the  following  year. 

II.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  Juris  (J.D.)  are 
required  to  pursue  a  three  years'  course  of  fourteen  hours 
instruction  per  week  each  year.  The  daily  lectures  of  the 
school  are  given  in  the  morning,  afternoon  and  evening. 
The  student  may  select  such  hours  as  best  suits  his 
convenience. 

Subjects  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*)  are  required. 
Others  may  be  selected  by  the  student  subject  to  approval 
by  the  Dean. 

The  Dean  will  advise  as  to  sequence  of  subjects. 

III.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred 
under  the  following  rules  : 

A.  Courses  covering  at  least  eight  hours  per  week  will 
be  required  for  the  degree.  Subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Dean,  any  course  not  previously  taken  toward  the 
degree  of  LL.B.  may  be  included  in  the  graduate  course 
for  the  degree  of  LL.M. 

In  addition  to  the  above  requirements,  a  Thesis,  as 
described  below,  is  required. 

B.  Regulations  for  Thesis.  i.  All  candidates  for  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Laws  shall  be  required  to  present  to 
the  Faculty  a  thesis  on  some  legal  topic. 

2.  The  thesis  must  be  typewritten,  on  paper  8  in.  by  n  in. 
in  size,  and  bound  for  preservation  in  the  Law  Library. 
The  binding  shall  be  uniform  and  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  the  Library. 

3.  It  must  be  of  a  nature  which  shall  show  original  re- 
search, and  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  words  in  length. 

4.  It  shall  be  filed  with  the  Registrar  not  later  than  the 
15th  day  of  March  of  the  year  in  which  the  degree  is 
applied  for. 

The  thesis  shall  not  be  presented  later  than  March  15  of 
the  year  following  the  completion  of  the  final  examinations. 

5.  The  Faculty  reserve  the  exclusive  right  to  publish 
such  of  these  theses  as  they  desire.

Practice   Courses 

Surrogate's  Court  Practice. 

Wednesdays,  5  to  6  p.m.    i  hour.   Professor  Russell. 

This  course  consists  of  the  study  of  the  successive  steps 
in  the  probate  of  wiils,  in  obtaining  letters  of  administra- 
tion and  in  the  appointment  of  guardians,  beginning  with 
the  petition  and  citation  and  continuing  through  all  stages 
of  administration  until  final  accounting.  It  is  believed 
that  the  course  will  lead  the  student  to  a  better  grasp  than 
he  could  otherwise  get  of  the  principles  of  succession  and 
administration,  including  the  rights  and  duties  of  executors, 
administrators,  and  guardians. 

Preparation  for  Trial,  and  the  Trial  of  Civil  Actions. 
Mondays,  5  to  6  p.m.      i  hour.     Professor  Alden. 

This  course  consists  of  lectures  and  analyses  of  cases  on 
those  principles  of  law  and  rules  of  procedure,  both  of 
general  and  local  application,  which  influence  the  policy 
of  counsel  jn  making  preparation  for  and  in  conducting 
the  trial  of  civil  actions. 
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Particular  attention  will  be  given  to  a  consideration  of 
the  proper  marshaling  and  presentation  of  the  evidence 
at  counsel's  command,  and  the  trial  practice  before 
referees,  jury,  and  court  without  a  jury;  the  course  will 
also  include  conferences  upon  what  is  in  issue  under  the 
pleadings;  what  forms  ot  denial  are  effectual,  and  what 
ineffectual;  what  may  be  proved  under  the  general  denial; 
preliminary  conferences  with  witnesses;  the  determination 
of  the  mode  of  trial;  stipulations  as  to  evidence;  use  of 
depositions;  what  objections  are  waived  by  going  on  ; 
motions  for  non-suit  ;  direction  of  a  verdict  ;  findings, 
requests  to  find,  and  exceptions  ;  motions  for  a  new  trial  ; 
discretionary  powers  of  the  judge  ;  shaping  record  for 
anticipated  appeals,  etc. 

Studies  and  Exercises  in  Pleading,   and  the  Election 
of  Remedies. 

Thursdays,  5  to  6  p.m.      i  hour.     Professor  Alden. 

This  course  consists  in  lectures  and  conferences  on  the 
underlying  principles  which  affect  the  courses  of  pleading 
in  the  most  important  classes  of  civil  actions.  The  prin- 
ciples of  pleading  are  considered  in  their  application  to 
the  most  frequent  difficulties  ;  the  distinction  between  Law 
and  Equity,  under  the  Code  ;  and  the  policy  of  counsel  in 
electing  between  different  actions  and  in  framing  the  com- 
plaint and  the  answer,  and  in  choosing  the  remedy  against 
defective  pleadings  of  the  adverse  party  ;  what  objections 
may  be  taken  ;  and  which  by  demurrer  ;  which  by  motion. 

It  will  also  include  conferences  on  the  drafting,  testing, 
and  criticising  of  pleadings,  in  the  most  common  classes  of 
actions,  such  as  present  questions  which  may  embarrass 
the  practitioner.  Especial  consideration  will  be  given  to 
a  critical  examination  and  analyses  of  the  essential  allega- 
tions in  each  cause  of  action  discussed,  and  the  general 
principles  of  pleading  involved  therein.  The  course  aims 
to  make  clear  the  application  of  general  principles  to  actual 
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cases  most  frequently  occurring  in  the  daily  experience  of 
practitioner  or  clerk,  and  to  aid  him  in  arranging  his  facts 
and  determining  the  character  of  action  ;  in  drafting  the 
charge  or  defence,  etc.,  and  testing  the  case  of  his  adversary. 
The  exercises  will  be  closely  analogous  to  the  practitioner's 
labor  in  extracting  the  controlling  and  material  facts  from 
the  client's  statement  and  in  presenting  them  in  proper 
legal  aspect. 

Studies  and  Exercises  in  Evidence. 

Mondays,  8  to  9  p.m.      1  hour.      Professor  Alden. 

The  course  includes  the  trial  of  supposed  cases  and  the 
presentment  of  evidence  before  a  supposed  referee,  em- 
bodying a  practical  application  of  rules  and  principles  of 
evidence  to  the  examination  and  cross-examination  of 
witnesses,  the  framing  of  questions  and  objections,  the 
making  of  offers  of  evidence,  and  the  taking  of  exceptions. 

The  aim  will  be  to  secure  the  trial  lawyer  a  useful 
familiarity  with  the  rules  and  principles  governing  those 
questions  of  evidence  most  frequently  contested  during 
the  progress  of  the  trial,  and  to  aid  in  acquiring  the 
readiness  necessary  in  their  application. 

Practice  and  Procedure.  Professor  Miller. 

Entire  year.       Saturdays.     This  course    does  not 
count  toward  the  degree. 

A  special  practice  course  will  be  conducted  by  Professor 
Miller.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  small  groups,  to 
which  individual  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  drafting 
of  various  papers  in  ordinary  actions  and  special  proceed- 
ings, as  well  as  in  the  more  important  special  actions  (for 
instance,  foreclosures  and  partition)  and  in  provisional 
remedies.  Each  group  will  be  given  particular  tasks  to 
accomplish,  with  opportunity  for  consultation  among  its 
members,  and  its  work  will  be  submitted  to  the  Professor 
in  charge  for  examination  and  criticism. 
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It  is  expected  by  these  means  to  give  to  each  student 
taking  the  course  facilities  superior  to  those  ordinarily  at 
the  command  of  students  in  offices,  and,  through  the  con- 
templated organization  into  groups,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
abilities  of  each  student  may  be  employed  to  the  greatest 
advantage,  while  at  the  same  time  needless  multiplication 
of  the  written  exercises  will  be  avoided.

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Historical  Sketch 

The  earliest  record  of  the  conception  of  New  York  University  exists 
in  the  minutes  of  certain  meetings  of  nine  citizens  of  New  York.  The 
first  was  held  December  16,  1829,  and  was  followed  by  weekly  meetings 
for  three  successive  weeks.  The  fourth  and  last  meeting  issued  the 
following  call  for  a  representative  conference  of  citizens  to  convene  on 
January  6,  1830  : 

Sir  :  The  establishment  of  a  university  in  this  city,  on  a  liberal  and 
extensive  foundation,  has,  for  some  time  past,  occupied  the  attention  of 
many  of  our  respectable  citizens.  At  a  meeting  held  for  considering  the 
subject,  it  was  determined  to  invite  your  attendance  on  Wednesday 
next,  at  seven  o'clock  p.m.,  at  the  rooms  of  the  Historical  Society,  10 
take  into  further  consideration  the  desirableness  of  such  an  institution 
as  that  contemplated,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  in  relation  to  it  as 
may  be  deemed  most  expedient.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  you  may  be 
able  to  attend.

This  meeting  appointed  a  standing  committee  of  nine  gentlemen,  of 
whom  four  were  taken  from  the  nine,  including  Dr.  Mathews,  who 
became  the  first  Chancellor ;  John  Delafield,  who  became  the  first 
Secretary  of  the  Council  ;  and  Myndert  Van  Schaick,  who  became  the 
first  Treasurer.  This  committee  added  to  its  numbers  from  time  to 
time,  secured  a  long  roll  of  subscribers  to  the  new  enterprise,  and  finally 
merged  its  existence  into  that  of  the  first  University  Council,  which  was 
elected  by  the  subscribers  October  16,  1830,  and  was  chartered  April  18, 
1831. 

The  founders  thus  enlisted  were  composed  in  almost  equal  parts  of 
public-spirited  business  men  and  of  members  of  the  liberal  professions. 
Their  plan  from  the  beginning  included  nearly  all  the  professorships  that 
are  comprised  to-day  in  the  faculties  of  the  six  schools  of  New  York 
University.  Even  the  School  of  Pedagogy  was  anticipated  in  a  pro- 
posed professorship  of  "The  Philosophy  of  Education  and  the  Instruc- 
tion of  Teachers."     The  Graduate  School  was  planned  under  the  name 
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"The  First  General  Division,"  while  the  Undergraduate  College  was 
known  as  the  Second  Division.  The  Schools  of  Law  and  Medicine  and 
Applied  Science  were  all  contemplated  by  the  first  statutes,  adopted  1831. 
These  plans  were  far  in  advance  of  any  demand  then  existing  in 
America,  and  were  not  supported  by  sufficient  endowment  for  their 
complete  accomplishment.  It  was  reserved  for  the  last  quarter  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  instead  of  the  second  quarter,  to  develop  them 
in  full  measure. 

The  University  as  now  existing  comprises  under  the  Council  (which  is 
by  charter  the  Corporation)  eight  distinct  Faculties  and  Schools  of 
Matriculants,  and  in  addition  the  Summer  School  at  University  Heights 
and  the  Woman's  Law  Class  at  Washington  Square,  both  made  up  of 
non-matriculant  students  who  are  enrolled  without  examination.  A 
summary  of  attendance  is  given  below. 

The  decade  1890  to  1900  began  a  new  era  in  New  York  Uni- 
versity. In  1891  University  Heights  was  acquired.  In  1894  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Pure  Science  and  the  School  of  Applied  Science 
were  removed  to  the  new  site.  The  Schools  of  Law  and  Pedagogy 
remained  at  Washington  Square.  The  Graduate  School  divides  its 
work  between  these  two  places.  Accompanying  these  changes  in 
location  of  schools,  there  has  come  a  complete  reorganization  of  the 
several  schools  into  one  University  system.  This  was  finally  reached 
in  1897  when  the  Medical  Faculty  was  thoroughly  reconstructed. 
Among  the  important  incidents  of  this  new  movement  the  following 
were  especially  notable  :  The  consolidation  with  the  University  in  1895 
of  the  Metropolis  Law  School  ;  in  1898  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital 
Medical  College  with  the  University  School,  under  the  new  title  of  the 
University  and  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College  ;  and  in  1899  °f  tne 
two  Veterinary  Schools  of  this  city  under  the  title  of  the  New  York- 
American  Veterinary  College.  In  1900  was  the  opening  of  the  School 
of  Commerce,  Finance  and  Accounts,  also  the  founding  of  the  "Hall 
of  Fame." 

Change  of  Name 

Upon  the  unanimous  request  of  the  University  Corporation,  the  Uni- 
versity Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York,  under  the  powers  committed 
to  them  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  enacted  a  statute  March  19, 
1896.  changing  the  name  of  the  University  of  the  City  of  New  York  to 
NEW  YORK  UNIVERSITY.  Henceforth  this  legal  designation  should 
be  used  in  all  papers  of  any  kind  whatsoever  relating  to  this  University.

General  Statement 

The  Law  School  of  New  York  University  was  established 
in  1835,  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  Law  Schools  in  the 
United  States. 

In  April,  1895,  the  Metropolis  Law  School  became 
merged  in  the  University. 

The  degree  of  LL.M.  was  first  granted  in  1892,  and  in 
1903  the  Council  authorized  the  granting  of  the  degree  of 
Doctor  Juris  in  regular  course. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  furnish  a  thorough  legal 
education  and  prepare  students  for  practice  in  any  part  of 
the  United  States. 

During  the  first  year  the  course  is  in  great  part  pre- 
scribed, as  students  are  not  qualified  to  make  a  wise 
selection  until  they  have  had  at  least  one  year  of  legal 
study. 

After  the  first  year  there  is  a  large  choice  of  subjects. 
Certain  fundamental  topics  however,  are  required  of  all 
candidates  for  a  degree. 

The  instruction  is  mainly  carried  on  by  the  study  and 
discussion  of  selected  cases.  It  is  designed  to  teach  the 
student  to  analyze  the  facts  of  a  given  case,  to  select  the 
important  from  the  immaterial,  and  to  reason  correctly 
and  deduce  proper  principles  from  such  facts.  The  school 
aims  to  train  its  students  to  apply  the  science  of  law 
practically  and  with  sound  judgment,  but  nevertheless  with 
insight  into  its  principles  and   an  instinctive  appreciation 
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of  its  reason  and  meaning.  The  student  is  taught  not 
only  to  know  the  law  as  it  is,  but  also  to  think  as  a  lawyer. 
The  members  of  the  Faculty  devote  a  great  part  of  their 
time  to  the  work  of  the  school,  but  most  of  them  are 
engaged  in  active  practice  and  are  thus  well  qualified  to 
give  practical  suggestions  while  teaching  the  theory  of  the 
law. 

The  Academic  Year  1906-1907. 

The  courses  offered  by  the  School  have  been  increased 
so  that  students  can  practically  complete  the  required  work 
by  attending  lectures  either  in  the  morning,  in  the  after- 
noon, or  in  the  evening,  as  they  may  find  most  convenient. 
The  number  of  lectures  offered  by  the  School  for  the  en- 
suing year  will  exceed  ninety  lectures  per  week.  The 
division  of  the  students  into  three  sections  permits  smaller 
classes  and  greater  attention  to  the  individual  student.  The 
seats  of  the  lecture  rooms  are  arranged  in  amphitheatre 
form  on  ascending  tiers  so  that  every  student  can  hear 
and  be  heard  by  the  instructor  without  difficulty.  By 
special  arrangements  with  the  University  School  of  Com- 
merce, Accounts  and  Finance,  regular  students  of  the  Law 
School  may  take  two  hours  a  week  each  year  in  that  school 
without  additional  charge.  Courses  so  taken  will  be 
credited  in  the  School  of  Commerce  but  not  in  the  School 
of  Law. 

A  new  schedule  of  fees  has  been  adopted  making  the 
charges  uniform  in  the  morning,  afternoon  and  evening 
divisions. 

Requirements  for  Admission 
Every  candidate  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  old  and 
of  good  moral  character. 

The  School  is  open  to  both  men  and  women.  Students 
may  enter,  either  (1)  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Laws  (see  p.  13),  or  (2)  as  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  Juris   (see  p.  13),  or  (3)  as  candidates   for  the 
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degree  of  Master  of  Laws  (see  p.  13),  or  (4)  as  special 
students  not  qualified  to  become  candidates  for  degrees  but 
entitled  to  receive  the  Certificate  of  the  School  and  to  seek 
admission  to  the  Bar  upon  completion  of  the  course  (see 
p.  12). 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  respective  courses 
are  as  follows: — 

/.    To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B.). 
Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  either 
(a)  A  graduate  of  an  approved  college,  or 
(6)  A  graduate  of    a    high   school    maintaining  a  four 
years'  course,  or  the  equivalent  thereof,  and  approved  by 
the  New  York  State  Board  of  Regents,  or 

(c)  A  holder  of  a  Regents  certificate  or  an  academic 
equivalent  credential  for  48  counts  of  the  University  of  the 
State  of  New  York.  (60  counts  if  issued  later  than  May  1906. 
60  counts  under  the  new  system  is  equivalent  to  48  counts 
under  the  old  system.)  Students  who  hold  a  certificate  for 
36  counts  (45  counts  new  style)  may  be  admitted  condition- 
ally as  candidates  for  degrees,  provided  they  secure  the 
additional  counts  within  one  year  of  admission.  Informa- 
tion regarding  Regents'  examinations  and  the  conditions 
under  which  certificates  or  credentials  are  issued  will  be 
found  in  handbooks  No.  3,  and  No.  23,  issued  by  the 
Education  Department  of  the  State  of  New  York,  Albany, 
N.  Y. 

II.  To  the  Course  for  the   Degree  of  Doctor  Juris  (J.D.). 
Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  a  graduate  of 

an  approved  college  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
Philosophy,  Pure  Science,  or  Letters,  which  degree  must 
have  been  secured  before  admission. 

III.  To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws  (LL.M.). 
Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  a  graduate  of 

an  approved  law  school  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws. 
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IV.  As  a  special  student,  entitled  to  receive  the  Certificate  of  the 
School  and  to  seek  admission  to  the  Bar  upon  completion 
of  the  course. 

Students  not  qualified  to  enter  as  candidates  for  degrees 
may  be  admitted  as  special  students  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Faculty,  provided  they  hold  a  Regents  certificate  or 
secure  such  a  certificate  within  one  year  of  admission, 
showing  that  they  have  complied  with  the  following  rule 
of  the  New  York  Court  of  Appeals  made  in  1894: 

Applicants  who  are  not  graduates  (of  college  or  university)  or 
members  of  the  bar  as  above  prescribed,  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  clerkship  or  attendance  at  1  law  school  herein  prescribed,  or  within 
one  year  thereafter,  have  passed  an  examination  conducted  under  the 
authority  and  in  accordance  with  the  ordinances  and  rules  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  State  of  New  York  in  English  composition,  advanced 
English,  1st  year  Latin,  arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  United  States 
and  English  history,  civics  and  economics,  or  in  their  substantial 
equivalents  as  defined  by  the  rules  of  the  University,  and  shall  have 
filed  a  certificate  of  such  fact  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  return 
to  the  person  named  therein  a  certified  copy  of  the  same  showing  the 
date  of  such  filing.  The  Regents  may  accept  as  the  equivalent  of  and 
substitute  for  the  examination  in  this  rule  prescribed  either,  first,  a 
certificate  properly  authenticated,  of  having  successfully  completed  a 
full  year's  course  of  study  in  any  college  or  university;  second,  a  certi- 
ficate properly  authenticated,  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  a  three 
years'  course  of  study  in  any  institution  registered  by  the  Regents  as 
maintaining  a  satisfactory  academic  standard;  or,  third,  a  Regents 
diploma.  The  regents  certificate  above  described  shall  be  deemed  to 
take  effect  as  of  the  date  of  the  completion  of  the  Regents  examination, 
as   the  same    shall  appear  on  said  certificate. 

Others  not  desiring  admission  to  the  New  York  Bar  may 
be  admitted  as  special  students  by  special  action  of  the 
Faculty. 

Admission   to  Advanced  Standing 

(a)  Students  who  have  been  admitted  in  accordance  with 
the  above  requirements,  who  have  regularly  attended  the 
sessions  of  the  School  and  passed  the  examination  required 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Faculty  will  be  admitted  to  higher 
classes  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  given  on  p.  11 
under  the  head  of  examinations. 
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(b)  Students  from  other  law  schools  maintaining  a  stand- 
ard satisfactory  to  the  Faculty  will  be  admitted  to  advanced 
standing  on  the  following  conditions. 

(i)  The  candidate  must  have  complied  with  all  the  pre- 
liminary entrance  requirements  of  the  school. 

(2)  He  must  present  a  certificate  from  the  law  school 
previously  attended  stating  that  he  has  attended  lectures 
equal  in  time  to  that  taken  by  the  class  he  proposes  to 
enter. 

(3)  He  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  upon  each  of 
the  topics  for  which  credit  is  sought. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  for  the  J.  D.  degree  the  max- 
imum credit  allowed  will  be  thirty  hours. 

Location 

The  work  of  the  school  is  carried  on  in  the  University 
Building,  Washington  Square,  East.  This  building  was 
built  in  1894,  primarily  for  the  use  of  the  Law  School. 
The  school  occupies  the  tenth  and  eleventh  floors.  The 
entrance  to  the  University  elevators  is  at  32  Waverly  Place. 

Registration 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  school,  or  for  informa- 
tion concerning  it,  may  be  made  to  the  Secretary,  L.  J. 
Tompkins,  University  Building,  Washington  Square,  East. 

Seats  will  be  assigned  in  order  of  application  on  payment 
of  $5.00  on  account  of  the  first  quarter's  tuition  when  paid 
before  October  1st. 

Since  the  rules  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  require  that 
eight  full  months  shall  be  spent  in  a  law  school,  as  an 
equivalent  for  twelve  months'  study  in  an  office,  it  is 
exceedingly  desirable  that  students  should  register  before 
the  opening  session  of  the  school. 
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Fees 

Students  enrolled  before  April  r,  iqob  will  be  charged  fees  in  accordance  with 
the  schedule  in  force  at  the  time  of  their  enrollment. 

Fees  for  Instruction,  Morning,  Afternoon  and  Evening 
classes: 

For  courses  amounting  to  ten  hours  per  week, 

for  the  year $100. 

For  each  additional  hour  per  week,  for  the  year,        10. 
For  special  course  not  exceeding  two  hours  per 

week,  for  the  year      .....  25. 

For  each  additional  hour  per  week,  for  the  year,  10. 
Fees  for  the  year  are  due  upon  entrance  upon  the  course, 
but  may  be  paid  by  those  who  so  desire,  quarterly  in  ad- 
vance on  or  before  October  1st,  December  1st,  February 
1st,  and  April  1st.  Five  days  of  grace  are  allowed  oh 
quarterly  payments  after  which  failure  to  pay  will  debar 
from  the  classroom.  In  the  case  of  students  paying  the 
entire  fee  in  advance,  who  are  compelled  to  withdraw  from 
the  School  because  of  illness,  a  pro  rata  proportion  of  the 
fee  will  be  refunded  upon  application.  In  the  case  of 
students  paying  quarterly  no  refund  will  be  made. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  for  either  the  LL.B.,  or  the 
J.D.  degree  taking  a  three  years'  course,  the  fees  charged 
the  third  year  will  be  such  that  the  total  charge  for  in- 
struction for  the  three  years  shall  not  exceed  $300. 

Regular  students  of  the  Law  School  may  attend  ad- 
ditional optional  courses  as  auditors,  without  the  privilege 
of  examination  or  of  credit  for  these  courses,  without  ad- 
ditional charge;  they  may  also  take  two  hours  of  lectures 
per  week  in  the  School  of  Commerce,  Accounts  and  Finance 
without  additional  charge. 

Fee  for  final  examination   (LL.B.  or  J.D.)  $20. 
Fee  for  final  examination  (LL.M.)  10. 

Fee  for  final   examination  (for  Certificate)      10. 
The  fee  for  final  examination  includes  cost  of  diploma 
and  of  graduation  exercises. 

All  fees  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Bursar  of  the  University. 
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Sessions  for  Class  Work 

The  school  year  begins  Monday,  October  i,  1906,  and 
ends  June  5,  1907. 

There  is  a  recess  of  one  week  at  Christmas,  and  no 
sessions  are  held  on  the  legal  holidays  during  the  school 
year,  viz.:  New  Year's  Day,  Lincoln's  and  Washington's 
Birthdays,  Memorial  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  Christ- 
mas ;  nor  on  Good  Friday  and  the  Saturday  following. 

Lectures  are  given  in  the  morning,  afternoon  and  evening 
in  accordance  with  the  schedule  to  be  found  on  another 
page. 

Law  Library 

The  Law  Library  of  the  school  is  large  and  well  selected. 
It  now  contains  about  19,000  volumes,  and  is  being  steadily 
increased.  It  is  open  from  9  a.m.  to  11  p.m.  every  secular 
day  during  term  time. 

The  Library  was  founded  by  the  late  John  Taylor  John- 
ston, who  presented  his  entire  collections  to  the  school. 
It  has  been  largely  enriched  by  collections  presented  by 
Mrs.  Margaret  Shepard,  in  memory  of  her  husband,  the 
late  Elliot  F.  Shepard,  LL.M.;  by  the  bequest  of  the  late 
Justice  Joseph  P.  Daly  ;  by  numerous  gifts  from  David 
Banks,  Esq.,  and  the  Faculty  of  the  Metropolis  Law 
School.  The  English,  Canadian,  and  various  State  Reports 
are  complete  and  are  kept  up  to  date,  making  the  Library 
a  most  useful  adjunct  of  the  work  of  the  school. 

Examinations 

Two  examinations  in  each  year  are  conducted  by  the 
school. 

The  annual  examinations  held  in  May  of  each  year  cover 
all  the  subjects  taught  in  the  school.  An  opportunity  is 
given  for  the  making  up  of  conditions  and  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  at  the  examinations  held  in  Septem- 
ber.    No  special  examinations  are  given,  and  students  who 
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are  candidates  for  the  degree  must  take  the  annual  exam- 
inations in  May  unless  excused  by  the  Dean. 

Students  whose  courses  require  twelve  and  one-half 
hours  or  more  per  week  will  not  be  advanced  to  the 
Senior  or  Second  Year  classes  if  at  the  opening  of  the 
year  they  are  conditioned  in  more  than  five  hours  of  their 
required  work. 

Students  whose  courses  require  ten  hours  per  week  will 
not  be  advanced  to  the  second  or  third  year  classes  if,  at 
the  opening  of  the  year,  they  are  conditioned  in  more  than 
four  hours  of  the  required  work. 

Students  conditioned  as  above  at  the  opening  of  the 
school  year,  and  who  wish  to  remain  candidates  for  the 
degree,  must  take  the  entire  year  over  again. 

No  student  shall  be  examined  in  any  one  subject  more 
than  three  times. 

Where  a  student  in  either  the  last  year  class  of  the  After- 
noon Division  or  of  the  Third  Year  Evening  Class  shall 
have  failed  in  three  or  more  subjects,  covering  six  or  more 
hours,  he  shall  be  required  to  repeat  the  last  year  of  his 
course,  taking  examinations  in  all  the  subjects  required 
from  the  students  in  regular  standing  in  either  of  the  above- 
named  classes  and  subject  to  the  same  charges  for  tuition. 

Where  a  student,  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  has  failed  in 
not  more  than  two  courses,  he  may  take  one  extra  exam- 
ination in  each  of  such  subjects  without  having  repeated 
the  same;  but,  having  failed  a  second  time  in  any  one,  he 
shall  be  allowed  to  repeat  said  course  and  take  one  further 
examination  thereafter. 

The  Faculty  will  not  hesitate  to  drop  a  student  from  the 
list  of  candidates  for  the  degree  if  in  its  wisdom  it  con- 
siders the  student  disqualified  either  through  neglect  or 
incapacity  to  properly  grasp  the  subject. 

Prizes  and  Scholarships 

The  Faculty  will  in  their  discretion  withhold  any  prize 
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or  scholarship  in  any  year,  should  the  ranK  obtained  in  any 
class  in  competition  therefor  be  unsatisfactory  to  them. 

In  Afternoon  Division 

Three  prizes  of  $100,  $60,  and  $40,  respectively,  will  be 
awarded  to  the  three  students  of  the  Senior  Class  passing 
the  best  examinations  of  that  year. 

The  Elliot  F.  Shepard  prize  scholarship,  and  three  Uni- 
versity prize  scholarships,  yielding  $100  each,  in  tuition,  will 
be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  Junior  Year  to  the  four  stu- 
dents passing  the  best  examinations  of  that  year. 

In  Evening  Division 
Two  prizes  of  $75  and  $50,  respectively,  will  be  awarded 
to  the  two  students  of  each  of  the  three  classes  passing 
the  best  examinations  of  that  year. 

Board  and  Rooms 

Good  rooms  with  table  board  can  be  obtained  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  University  for  $6  per  week  and  upward. 
Two  students  rooming  together  may  materially  reduce 
their  expenses. 

Students  coming  to  the  school  from  a  distance  are 
requested  to  make  the  University  a  center  from  which  to 
make  all  arrangements  preliminary  to  entrance.  Letters, 
baggage,  etc.,  can  be  sent  to  the  building  in  care  of  the 
Law  School.  The  officers  of  the  University  will  render  all 
assistance  possible  in  aiding  the  student  to  find  suitable 
rooms  and  board.  In  sending  letters,  baggage,  etc.,  use 
the  following  address:

Admission  to  the  Bar 

Students  complying  with  the  preliminary  requirements 
and  regularly  attending  the  sessions  of  this  school  are 
entitled  to  count  the  time  thus  spent  as  so  much  of  the 
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time  required  for  preparation  for  the  New  York  Bar.  An 
office  clerkship  is  no  longer  necessary.  Graduates  of  such 
colleges  as  are  or  may  become  registered  with  the  Board 
of  Regents  are  entitled  to  apply  for  such  admission  at  the 
end  of  two  years  in  this  school,  and  other  students  at  the 
end  of  three  years.  For  admission  to  the  New  Jersey  Bar, 
eighteen  months  spent  in  this  school  are  accepted  as  equiv- 
alent to  that  period  of  clerkship  in  a  lawyer's  office. 

Degrees  and  Certificates 

The  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  Master  of  Laws,  and 
Doctor  Juris  will  be  conferred  upon  candidates  who  have 
pursued  the  required  course,  have  passed  the  necessary 
examinations,  and  are  of  good  moral  character.  The  Cer- 
tificate of  the  School,  showing  the  student  to  have  satis- 
factorily performed  the  required  work  of  the  school,  is 
conferred  upon  students  who  are  unable  to  meet  the  regular 
entrance  requirements.  No  degree  will  be  conferred  upon 
a  candidate  who  absents  himself  from  the  public  com- 
mencement without  the  special  permission  of  the  Faculty, 

Certificates  of  attendance  will  be  given  to  such  students 
as  regularly  attend  the  sessions  of  the  school,  meet  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Faculty,  and  observe  the  rules  of  the 
University,  but  such  certificates  will  not  be  given  unless 
the  deportment  and  class-room  work  of  the  student  shall 
meet  the  approval  of  the  Faculty,  of  which  the  Faculty 
shall  be  the  sole  judge,  and  their  decision  shall  be  final. 

Should  the  Faculty  at  any  time  conclude  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  school  would  be  furthered  by  the  with- 
drawal of  any  student,  they  may,  in  their  sole  discretion, 
terminate  the  school  membership  of  such  student,  and  any 
rights  which  such  student  may  have  acquired,  whether  by 
matriculation  or  entering  the  school,  shall  thereupon  cease 
and  determine. 

The  daily  lectures  of  the  school  are  given  in  the  morning, 
afternoon  and  evening.       The    student    may    select    such 
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hours  as  best  suit  his  convenience,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty. 

I.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
(LL.B.)  are  required  to  pursue  courses  which  amount  to 
twenty-six  (26)  hours  of  lectures  weekly.  These  may  be 
completed  in  two  years  with  thirteen  hours  work  per 
week  for  each  year,  or  divided  over  a  longer  period  as  the 
student  may  determine.  If  the  work  is  taken  entirely  in 
the  evening,  thirty  hours  (30)  weekly  are  required,  distrib- 
uted over  three  years  with  ten  hours  per  week. 

Subjects  marked  with  a  (f)  are  required.  Others  may 
be  selected  by  the  student,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Dean.  In  case  any  subject  selected  should  be  begun,  but 
not  completed,  in  any  one  year,  the  continuation  of  such 
subject  must  be  taken  in  the  following  year. 

II.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  Juris  (J.D.)  are 
required  to  pursue  a  three  years'  course  of  fourteen  hours 
instruction  per  week  each  year. 

Subjects  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*)  are  required. 
Others  may  be  selected  by  the  student  subject  to  approval 
by  the  Dean. 

The  Dean  will  advise  as  to  sequence  of  subjects. 

III.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred 
under  the  following  rules  : 

A.  Courses  covering  at  least  ten  hours  per  week  will 
be  required  for  the  degree. 

B.  At  least  eight  of  the  required  hours  per  week  must 
be  selected  from  the  following  subjects  :  Conflict  of  Laws — 
Trusts — Mortgages  and  Suretyship — Constitutional  Law 
— Quasi  Contract — Advanced  Property — Patents — Admi- 
ralty Law — Carriers — Bills  and  Notes — Common  Law 
Pleading — Corporations — Partnership. 

C.  Any  subject  previously  taken  for  the  degree  of 
LL.B.  shall  not  be  included  in  the  course  for  the  degree 
of  LL.M.

It  is  believed 
that  the  course  will  lead  the  student  to  a  better  grasp  than 
he  could  otherwise  get  of  the  principles  of  succession  and 
administration,  including  the  rights  and  duties  of  executors, 
administrators,  and  guardians. 

Preparation  for  Trial,  and  the  Trial  of  Civil  Actions. 
Mondays,  5  to  6  p.m.      i  hour.     Mr.  Webb 

This  course  consists  of  lectures  and  analyses  of  cases  on 
those  principles  of  law  and  rules  of  procedure,  both  of 
general  and  local  application,  which  influence  the  policy 
of  counsel  in  making  preparation  for  and  in  conducting 
the  trial  of  civil  actions. 

Particular  attention  will  be  given  to  a  consideration  of 
the  proper  marshaling  and  presentation  of  the    evidence 
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at  counsel's  command,  and  the  trial  practice  before 
referees,  jury,  and  court  without  a  jury;  the  course  will 
also  include  conferences  upon  what  is  in  issue  under  the 
pleadings;  what  forms  of  denial  are  effectual,  and  what 
ineffectual;  what  may  be  proved  under  the  general  denial; 
preliminary  conferences  with  witnesses;  the  determination 
of  the  mode  of  trial;  stipulations  as  to  evidence;  use  of 
depositions;  what  objections  are  waived  by  going  on  ; 
motions  for  non-suit  ;  direction  of  a  verdict  ;  findings, 
requests  to  find,  and  exceptions  ;  motions  for  a  new  trial  ; 
discretionary  powers  of  the  judge ;  shaping  record  for 
anticipated  appeals,  etc. 

Studies  and  Exercises  in  Pleading,   and  the  Election 

of  Remedies. 

Thursdays,  5  to  6  p.m.      i  hour.     Mr.  Webb. 

This  course  consists  in  lectures  and  conferences  on  the 
underlying  principles  which  affect  the  courses  of  pleading 
in  the  most  important  classes  of  civil  actions.  The  prin- 
ciples of  pleading  are  considered  in  their  application  to 
the  most  frequent  difficulties  ;  the  distinction  between  Law 
and  Equity,  under  the  Code  ;  and  the  policy  of  counsel  in 
electing  between  different  actions  and  in  framing  the  com- 
plaint and  the  answer,  and  in  choosing  the  remedy  against 
defective  pleadings  of  the  adverse  party  ;  what  objections 
may  be  taken  ;  and  which  by  demurrer  ;  which  by  motion. 

It  will  also  include  conferences  on  the  drafting,  testing, 
and  criticising  of  pleadings,  in  the  most  common  classes  of 
actions,  such  as  present  questions  which  may  embarrass 
the  practitioner.  Especial  consideration  will  be  given  to 
a  critical  examination  and  analyses  of  the  essential  allega- 
tions in  each  cause  of  action  discussed,  and  the  general 
principles  of  pleading  involved  therein.  The  course  aims 
to  make  clear  the  application  of  general  principles  to  actual 
cases  most  frequently  occurring  in  the  daily  experience  of 
practitioner  or  clerk,  and  to  aid  him  in  arranging  his  facts 
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and  determining  the  character  of  action  ;  in  drafting  the 
charge  or  defence,  etc.,  and  testing  the  case  of  his  adversary. 
The  exercises  will  be  closely  analogous  to  the  practitioner's 
labor  in  extracting  the  controlling  and  material  facts  from 
the  client's  statement  and  in  presenting  them  in  proper 
legal  aspect. 

Studies  and  Exercises  in  Evidence. 

Alternate  Mondays,  beginning  Oct.  8.      8  to  io  p.m. 
2  hours.     Professor  Sandford. 

The  course  includes  the  trial  of  supposed  cases  and  the 
presentment  of  evidence  before  a  supposed  referee,  em- 
bodying a  practical  application  of  rules  and  principles  of 
evidence  to  the  examination  and  cross-examination  of 
witnesses,  the  framing  of  questions  and  objections,  the 
making  of  offers  of  evidence,  and  the  taking  of  exceptions. 

The  aim  will  be  to  secure  the  trial  lawyer  a  useful 
familiarity  with  the  rules  and  principles  governing  those 
questions  of  evidence  most  frequently  contested  during 
the  progress  of  the  trial,  and  to  aid  in  acquiring  the 
readiness  necessary  in  their  application.

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General  Statement 

The  Law  School  of  New  York  University  was  established 
in  1835,  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  United  States. 
In  April,  1895,  the  Metropolis  Law  School  became 
merged  in  the  University.  The  degree  of  LL.M.  was  first 
granted  in  1892,  and  in  1903  the  Council  authorized  the 
granting  of  the  degree  of  Doctor  Juris  in  regular  course. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  furnish  a  thorough  legal 
education  and  prepare  students  for  practice  in  any  part  of 
the  United  States. 

During  the  first  year  the  course  is  in  great  part  pre- 
scribed, as  students  are  not  qualified  to  make  a  wise 
selection  until  they  have  had  at  least  one  year  of  legal 
study.  After  the  first  year  there  is  a  large  choice  of 
subjects.  Certain  fundamental  topics,  however,  are  re- 
quired of  all  candidates  for  a  degree. 

The  instruction  is  mainly  carried  on  by  the  study  and 
discussion  of  selected  cases.  It  is  designed  to  teach  the 
student  to  analyze  the  facts  of  a  given  case,  to  select  the 
important  from  the  immaterial,  to  reason  correctly  and 
and  to  deduce  principles  from  such  facts.  The  school 
aims  to  train  its  students  to  apply  the  science  of  law 
practically  and  with  sound  judgment,  but  nevertheless  with 
insight  into  its  principles  and  an  instinctive  appreciation 
of  its  reason  and  meaning.  The  student  is  taught  not 
only  to  know  the  law  as  it  is,  but  also  to  think  as  a  lawyer. 
The  members  of  the  Faculty  devote  a  great  part  of  their 
time   to  the  work  of  the  school,    but    most   of  them  are 
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engaged  in  active  practice  and  are  thus  well  qualified  to 
give  practical  suggestions  while  teaching  the  theory  of  the 
law. 

Morning,  Afternoon  and  Evening  Sessions 

As  a  large  number  of  students  giving  their  whole  time 
to  the  study  of  law  prefer  to  attend  lectures  in  the  fore- 
noon, a  morning  course  has  been  inaugurated.  Students 
may,  therefore,  complete  the  required  work  by  attend- 
ing lectures  either  in  the  morning,  in  the  afternoon,  or  in 
the  evening,  or  a  part  in  one  period  and  the  balance  in 
another,  as  they  may  find  most  convenient.  The  num- 
ber of  lectures  offered  by  the  school  for  the  ensuing 
year  will  exceed  ninety  lectures  per  week.  The  divi- 
sion of  the  students  into  three  sections  permits  smaller 
classes  and  greater  attention  to  the  individual  student.  By 
special  arrangements  with  the  University  School  of  Com- 
merce, Accounts  and  Finance,  regular  students  of  the  Law 
School  may  take  two  hours  a  week  each  year  in  that  school 
without  additional  charge.  Courses  so  taken  will  be 
credited  in  the  School  of  Commerce  but  not  in  the  School 
of  Law. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

Every  candidate  must  be  at  least  eighteen  years  old  and 
of  good  moral  character. 

The  School  is  open  to  both  men  and  women.  Students 
may  enter,  either  (i)  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Laws  (see  p.  14),  or  (2)  as  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  Juris  (see  p.  14),  or  (3)  as  candidates  for  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Laws  (see  p.  14),  or  (4)  as  special 
students  not  qualified  to  become  candidates  for  degrees  but 
entitled  to  receive  the  Certificate  of  the  School  and  to  seek 
admission  to  the  Bar  upon  completion  of  the  course  (see 
P-  JS)- 
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The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  respective  courses 
are  as  follows: — 

/.    To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  (LL.B.). 

Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  either 

(a)  A  graduate  of  an  approved  college,  or 

(o)  A  graduate  of    a    high   school    maintaining  a  four 

years'  course,  or  the  equivalent  thereof,  and  approved  by 

the  New  York  State  Board  of  Regents,  or 

(c)  A  holder  of  a  "  Qualifying  Certificate  "  for  Law 
Schools,  or  an  "academic  equivalent  certificate"  issued 
by  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  a 
Regents'  Diploma."  Information  regarding  Regents'  ex- 
aminations and  the  conditions  under  which  certificates 
or  credentials  are  issued  will  be  found  in  handbooks 
No.  3,  and  No.  27,  issued  by  the  Education  Department 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

II.  To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  Juris  (f.D.). 
Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  a  graduate  of 

an  approved  college  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
Philosophy,  Pure  Science,  or  Letters,  which  degree  must 
have  been  secured  before  admission. 

III.  To  the  Course  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Laws  (LL.M.). 
Every  candidate  for  this  degree  must  be  a  graduate  of 

an  approved  law  school  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws. 

IV.  As  a  special  student,  entitled  to  receive  the  Certificate  of  the 
School. 

Students  not  qualified  to  enter  as  candidates  for  degrees 
may  be  admitted  as  special  students  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Faculty,  provided  they  hold  a  Regents  Qualifying 
Certificate  for  Law  Students,  showing  that  they  have  com- 
plied with  the  rules  of  the  New  York  Court  of  Appeals  in 
force  June  1,  1908.  Information  regarding  the  require- 
ments for  these  certificates  may  be  secured  by  addressing 
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the    Education   Department  of   the  State   of   New  York, 
Albany,  N.  Y. 

Students  not  qualified  to  meet  the  entrance  requirements 
who  wish  to  supplement  their  educational  training  by  the 
study  of  certain  subjects  in  Law,  may  be  admitted  to 
certain  classes  as  special  students  by  special  vote  of  the 
Faculty. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

(a)  Students  who  have  been  admitted  in  accordance  with 
the  above  requirements,  who  have  regularly  attended  the 
sessions  of  the  School  and  passed  the  required  examinations 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Faculty  will  be  admitted  to  higher 
classes  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  given  on  p.  10 
under  the  head  of  examinations. 

(b)  Students  from  other  law  schools  maintaining  a  stand- 
ard satisfactory  to  the  Faculty  will  be  admitted  to  advanced 
standing  on  the  following  conditions  : 

(i)  The  candidate  must  have  complied  with  a,ll  the  pre- 
liminary entrance  requirements  of  the  school. 

(2)  He  must  present  a  certificate  from  the  law  school 
previously  attended  stating  that  he  has  attended  lectures 
equal  in  time  to  those  taken  by  the  class  he  proposes  to 
enter. 

(3)  He  must  pass  satisfactory  examinations  upon  each  of 
the  topics  for  which  credit  is  sought.  These  examinations 
must  be  taken  prior  to  admission,  either  in  May  or  Sep- 
tember. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  for  the  J.  D.  degree  the  max- 
imum credit  allowed  will  be  thirty  hours. 

Registration 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  school,  or  for  informa- 
tion concerning  it,  may  be  made  to  the  Secretary,  Leslie 
J.  Tompkins,  University  Building,  Washington  Square, 
East. 
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Seats  will  be  assigned  in  order  of  application  on  payment 
of  $5.00  on  account  of  the  first  quarter's  tuition,  when  paid 
before  September  22. 

Since  the  rules  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  require  that 
eight  full  months  shall  be  spent  in  a  law  school,  as  an 
equivalent  for  twelve  months'  study  in  an  office,  it  is 
exceedingly  desirable  that  students  should  register  before 
the  opening  session  of  the  school. 


Sessions  for  Class  Work 

The  school  year  begins  Wednesday,  September  22,  1909, 
and  ends  June  9,  1910. 

There  is  a  recess  of  one  week  at  Christmas,  and  no 
sessions  are  held  on  the  legal  holidays  during  the  school 
year. 

Lectures  are  given  in  the  morning,  afternoon  and  evening 
in  accordance  with  the  schedule  to  be  found  on  another 
page. 

Board  and  Rooms 

Good  rooms  with  table  board  can  be  obtained  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  University  for  $6  per  week  and  upward. 
Two  students  rooming  together  may  materially  reduce 
their  expenses. 

Students  coming  to  the  school  from  a  distance  are 
requested  to  make  the  University  a  center  from  which  to 
make  all  arrangements  preliminary  to  entrance.  Letters, 
baggage,  etc.,  can  be  sent  to  the  building  in  care  of  the 
Law  School.  The  officers  of  the  University  will  render  all 
assistance  possible  in  aiding  the  student  to  find  suitable 
rooms  and  board,  In  sending  letters,  baggage,  etc.,  use 
the  following  address:  University  Law  School,  University 
Building,  Washington  Square,  New  York  City. 
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Fees 

Fees  for  Instruction,  Morning  and  Afternoon  classes:

Fees  for  the  year  are  due  upon  entrance  upon  the  course, 
but  may  be  paid  by  those  who  so  desire,  quarterly  in  ad- 
vance on  or  before  September  22d,  December  1st,  February 
1st,  and  April  1st.  Failure  to  pay  fees  wThen  due  will  debar 
from  the  classroom.  In  the  case  of  students  paying  the 
entire  fee  in  advance,  who  are  compelled  to  withdraw  from 
the  School  because  of  illness,  a  pro  rata  proportion  of  the 
fee  will  be  refunded  upon  application.  In  the  case  of 
students  paying  quarterly  no  refund  will  be  made. 

Regular  students  of  the  Law  School  may  attend  certain 
additional  optional  courses  as  auditors, without  the  privilege 
of  examination  or  of  credit  for  these  courses,  without  ad- 
ditional charge;  they  may  also  take  two  hours  of  lectures 
per  week  in  the  School  of  Commerce,  Accounts  and  Finance 
without  additional  charge. 

Fee  for  final  examination   (LL.B.  or  J.D.)  $20. 

Fee  for  final  examination  (LL.M.)  10. 

Fee  for  final  examination  (for  Certificate)      10. 

The  fee  for  final  examination  includes  cost  of  diploma 
and  of  graduation  exercises.  It  is  payable  May  1  of  the 
senior  year. 

All  fees  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Bursar  of  the  University. 
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Location 

The  work  of  the  school  is  carried  on  in  the  University 
Building,  Washington  Square,  East.  This  building  was 
built  in  1894,  primarily  for  the  use  of  the  Law  School. 
The  school  occupies  the  tenth  and  eleventh  floors.  The 
entrance  to  the  University  elevators  is  at  32  Waverly  Place. 

Law  Library 

The  Law  Library  of  the  school  is  large  and  well  selected. 
It  now  contains  over  22,000  volumes,  and  is  being  steadily 
increased.  It  is  open  from  9  a.m.  to  11  p.m.  five  days  a 
week  during  term  time,  and  on  Saturdays  from  9  a.m.  to 

9    P.M. 

The  Library  was  founded  by  the  late  John  Taylor  John- 
ston, who  presented  his  entire  collections  to  the  school. 
It  has  been  largely  enriched  by  collections  presented  by 
Mrs.  Margaret  Shepard,  in  memory  of  her  husband,  the 
late  Elliott  F.  Shepard,  LL.M.;  by  the  bequest  of  the  late 
Justice  Charles  P.  Daly  ;  by  numerous  gifts  from  David 
Banks,  Esq.,  and  the  Faculty  of  the  Metropolis  Law 
School.  The  English,  Canadian,  Colonial,  and  the  several 
State  reports  are  complete  and  are  kept  up  to  date. 
The  list  of  text-books  on  the  present  status  of  English, 
American  and  Continental  commercial  law,  is  voluminous, 
well  selected,  and  is  being  constantly  increased. 

Examinations 

Two  examinations  in  each  year  are  conducted  by  the 
school. 

The  annual  examinations  held  in  May  of  each  year  cover 
all  the  subjects  taught  in  the  school.  An  opportunity  is 
given  for  the  making  up  of  conditions  and  for  admission 
to  advanced  standing  at  the  examinations  held  in  Septem- 
ber. No  special  examinations  are  given,  and  students  who 
are  candidates  for  the  degree  must  take  the  annual  exam- 
inations in  May  unless  excused  by  the  Dean. 
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Students  whose  courses  require  twelve  and  one-half 
hours  or  more  per  week  will  not  be  advanced  to  the 
Senior  or  Second  Year  classes  if  at  the  opening  of  the 
year  they  are  conditioned  in  more  than  five  hours  of  their 
required  work. 

Students  whose  courses  require  ten  hours  per  week  will 
not  be  advanced  to  the  second  or  third  year  classes  if,  at 
the  opening  of  the  year,  they  are  conditioned  in  more  than 
four  hours  of  the  required  work. 

Students  conditioned  as  above  at  the  opening  of  the 
school  year,  and  who  wish  to  remain  candidates  for  the 
degree,  or  the  Final  Certificate,  must  take  the  entire  year 
over  again. 

No  student  shall  be  examined  in  any  one  subject  more 
than  three  times. 

Where  a  student  in  either  the  last  year  class  of  the 
Day  Divisions  or  of  the  Third  Year  Evening  Class  shall 
have  failed  in  three  or  more  subjects,  covering  six  or  more 
hours,  he  shall  be  required  to  repeat  the  last  year  of  his 
course,  taking  examinations  in  all  the  subjects  required 
from  the  students  in  regular  standing  in  either  of  the  above- 
named  classes  and  subject  to  the  same  charges  for  tuition. 

Where  a  student,  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  has  failed  in 
not  more  than  two  courses,  he  may  take  one  extra  exam- 
ination in  each  of  such  subjects  without  having  repeated 
the  same;  but,  having  failed  a  second  time  in  any  one,  he 
shall  be  allowed  to  repeat  said  course  and  take  one  further 
examination  thereafter. 

The  Faculty  will  not  hesitate  to  drop  a  student  from  the 
school  if  it  considers  the  student  disqualified  either  through 
neglect  or  incapacity  to  properly  grasp  the  subject. 

Prizes  and  Scholarships 

The  Faculty  will  in  their  discretion  withhold  any  prize 
or  scholarship  in  any  year,  should  the  rank  obtained  in  any 
class  in  competition  therefor  be  unsatisfactory  to  them. 
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In  Morning  and  Afternoon  Division 

Three  prizes  of  $100,  $60,  and  $40,  respectively,  will  be 
awarded  to  the  three  students  of  the  Senior  Class  passing 
the  best  examinations  of  that  year. 

The  Elliott  F.  Shepard  prize  scholarship,  and  three  Uni- 
versity prize  scholarships,  yielding  $100  each,  in  tuition,  will 
be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  Junior  Year  to  the  four  stu- 
dents passing  the  best  examinations  of  that  year. 

In  Evening  Division 

Two  prizes  of  $75  and  $50,  respectively,  will  be  awarded 
to  the  two  students  of  each  of  the  three  classes  passing 
the  best  examinations  of  that  year. 

Admission  to  the  Bar 

Students  complying  with  the  preliminary  requirements 
and  regularly  attending  lectures  amounting  to  eleven  and 
one-half  or  twelve  hours  a  week  in  this  school  are  entitled  to 
count  the  time  thus  spent  as  so  much  of  the  time  required 
for  preparation  for  the  Bar.  An  office  clerkship  is  no 
longer  necessary.  The  several  sessions  of  the  school  cover 
34  weeks  per  year,  exclusive  of  vacations,  with  a  minimum 
requirement  oi  11%  hours  of  recitations  per  week  to  meet 
the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  New  York  Bar. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Bar  differ  in  the 
several  States,  and  for  specific  requirements  reference  must 
be  had  to  the  laws  of  that  State.  In  general,  admission  is 
gained  Only  upon  an  examination  conducted  by  the  State. 

In  New  York  the  applicant  shall  have  studied  law  for  a 
period  of  three  years,  and  before  beginning  the  study  of 
law  shall  have  met  the  proper  preliminary  educational 
requirements,  which  in  general  are  those  required  for 
entrance  to  the  Law  School.  College  graduates,  how- 
ever, may  be  admitted  after  two  years  study  of  law. 

In  New  Jersey  the  applicant  shall  have  studied  law  three 
years,  of  which   not  more  than  eighteen  months  will  be 
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allowed  for  Law  School  work,  and  eighteen  months  must 
be  spent  as  a  clerk  in  a  law  office  ;  and  shall  have  met  the 
proper  preliminary  educational  requirements,  which  at 
present  are  the  equivalent  of  three  years  of  high  school 
work. 

In  Connecticut  the  requirements  are  the  same  as  those  in 
New  York. 

The  Secretary  of  the  school  will  be  glad  to  furnish  par- 
ticulars upon  application. 

Degrees  and  Certificates 

The  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  Master  of  Laws,  and 
Doctor  Juris  will  be  conferred  upon  candidates  who  have 
pursued  the  required  course,  have  passed  the  necessary 
examinations,  and  are  of  good  moral  character.  The 
"Certificate  of  the  School,"  showing  the  student  to  have 
satisfactorily  performed  the  required  work  of  the  school, 
is  conferred  upon  students  under  the  rules  stated  on 
page  15.  No  candidate  may  absent  himself  from  the  com- 
mencement without  the  special  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Certificates  of  attendance  will  be  given  to  such  students 
as  regularly  attend  the  sessions  of  the  school,  meet  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Faculty,  and  observe  the  rules  of  the 
University,  but  such  certificates  will  not  be  given  unless 
the  deportment  and  class-room  work  of  the  student  shall 
meet  the  approval  of  the  Faculty,  of  which  the  Faculty 
shall  be  the  sole  judge,  and  their  decision  shall  be  final. 

Should  the  Faculty  at  any  time  conclude  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  school  would  be  furthered  by  the  with- 
drawal of  any  student,  they  may,  in  their  sole  discretion, 
terminate  the  school  membership  of  such  student,  and  any 
rights  which  such  student  may  have  acquired,  whether  by 
matriculation  or  entering  the  school,  shall  thereupon  cease 
and  determine. 

The  daily  lectures  of  the  school  are  given  in  the  morning, 
afternoon   and  evening.       The    student    may    select    such 
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hours  as  best  suit  his  convenience,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty. 

I.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
(LL.B.)  are  required  to  pursue  courses  which  amount  to 
twenty-six  (26)  hours  of  lectures  weekly.  These  may  be 
completed  in  two  years  with  thirteen  hours'  work  per 
week  for  each  year,  or  divided  over  a  longer  period  as  the 
student  may  determine.  If  the  work  is  taken  entirely  in 
the  evening,  thirty  hours  (30)  weekly  are  required,  distrib- 
uted over  three  years  with  ten  hours  per  week. 

Subjects  marked  with  a  (f)  are  required.  Others  may 
be  selected  by  the  student,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Dean.  In  case  any  subject  selected  should  be  begun,  but 
not  completed,  in  any  one  year,  the  continuation  of  such 
subject  must  be  taken  in  the  following  year. 

II.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  Juris  (J.D.)  are 
required  to  pursue  a  three  years'  course  of  fourteen  hours' 
instruction  per  week  each  year. 

Subjects  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*)  are  required. 
Others  may  be  selected  by  the  student  subject  to  approval 
by  the  Dean. 

The  Dean  will  advise  as  to  sequence  of  subjects. 

III.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  will  be  conferred 
under  the  following  rules  : 

A.  Courses  covering  at  least  ten  hours  per  week  will 
be  required  for  the  degree. 

B.  At  least  eight  of  the  required  hours  per  week  must 
be  selected  from  the  following  subjects  :  Conflict  of  Laws — 
Trusts  —  Mortgages  —  Suretyship  —  Constitutional  Law 
— Quasi  Contract — Advanced  Property — Patents — Admi- 
ralty Law — Carriers — Bills  and  Notes — Common  Law 
Pleading — Corporations — Partnership. 

C.  No  subject  previously  taken  for  the  degree  of 
LL.B.  shall  be  included  in  the  course  for  the  degree  of 
LL.M. 
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IV.  Candidates  for  the  Certificate  of  the  School  (not 
carrying  a  degree)  are  required  to  pursue  the  same  work 
and  courses  as  candidates  for  the  LL.B.  degree.

This  course  consists  of  the  study  of  the  successive  steps 
in  the  probate  of  wills,  in  obtaining  letters  of  administra- 
tion and  in  the  appointment  of  guardians,  beginning  with 
the  petition  and  citation  and  continuing  through  all  stages 
of  administration  until  final  accounting.  It  is  believed 
that  the  course  will  lead  the  student  to  a  better  grasp  than 
he  could  otherwise  get  of  the  principles  of  succession  and 
administration,  including  the  rights  and  duties  of  executors, 
administrators,  and  guardians. 

67.  Preparation  for  Trial,  and  Trial  of  Civil  Actions. 

Thursdays,  8  to  9  p.m.      i  hour.     Professor  Webb. 

This  course  consists  of  lectures  and  analyses  of  cases  on 
those  principles  of  law  and  rules  of  procedure,  both  of 
general  and  local  application,  which  influence  the  policy 
of  counsel  in  making  preparation  for  and  in  conducting 
the  trial  of  civil  actions. 

Particular  attention  will  be  given  to  a  consideration  of 
the  trial  practice  before  referees,  jury,  and  court  without  a 
jury  ;  preliminary  conferences  with  witnesses  ;  the  deter- 
mination of  the  mode  of  trial ;  use  of  depositions  ;  what 
objections  are  waived  by  going  on  ;  motions  for  non-suit  ; 
direction  of  verdict  ;  findings,  requests  to  find,  and  excep- 
tions ;  motions  for  a  new  trial  ;  discretionary  powers  of 
the  judge  ;  shaping  record  for  anticipated  appeals  ;  prepa- 
ration of  the  record  on  appeal ;  powers  of  review  of  the 
Appellate  Division  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals. 

68.  Pleading  and  Election  of  Remedies  under  the  Code. 

Tuesdays,  7  to  8  p.m.     i  hour.     Professor  Webb. 
In  this  course  the  principles  of  pleading  are  considered 
in  their  application  to  the  most  frequent  difficulties  ;  also 
the  distinction  between  Law  and  Equity,  under  the  Code  ; 
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the  policy  of  counsel  in  electing  between  different  actions 
and  in  framing  the  complaint  and  answer  ;  choosing  the 
remedy  against  defective  pleadings  of  the  adverse  party  ; 
what  objections  may  be  taken  by  demurrer  and  what  by 
motion. 

It  will  also  include  conferences  on  the  drafting,  testing 
and  criticizing  of  pleadings  in  the  most  common  classes  of 
actions,  such  as  present  questions  which  may  embarrass  the 
practitioner.  Especial  consideration  will  be  given  to  a 
critical  examination  and  analysis  of  the  essential  allegations 
in  each  cause  of  action  discussed,  and  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  pleading  involved  therein.  The  course  aims  to 
make  clear  the  application  of  general  principles  to  actual 
cases  most  frequently  occurring  in  the  daily  experience  of 
practitioner  or  clerk,  and  to  aid  him  in  arranging  his  facts 
and  testing  the  case  of  his  adversary.  The  exercises  will 
be  closely  analagous  to  the  practitioner's  labor  in  extract- 
ing the  controlling  facts  from  the  client's  statement  and 
presenting  them  in  proper  legal  aspect. 

50.     Evidence. — Continued. 

Thursday,  5  to  6  p.m.     i  hour.    Professor  Rounds. 

The  course  includes  a  thorough  study  of  the  rules 
governing  the  examination  of  witnesses,  their  competency 
and  the  rules  as  to  privilege,  the  rules  as  to  objections  and 
exceptions,  and  the  motions  which  may  be  made  at  the 
trial  of  an  action  at  law,  and  generally  a  study  of  all  rules 
governing  the  conduct  of  such  an  action. 

The  aim  is  to  supplement  the  required  course  on  evi- 
dence and  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  rules  of 
procedure  governing  the  trial  of  a  case  and  equip  him  to 
use  his  knowledge  of  the  substantive  law  and  the  general 
rules  of  evidence  in  actual  practice.
